meetings will lose ‘on-campus 
standing unless two-thirds of the 
Senate membership present ac¬ 
cepts written excuse for the 
absences signed by the organi¬ 
zation’s president and sponsor. If 
an organization is excluded from 
the campus for disciplinary rea¬ 
sons, they will be on probation for 
one semester after which they will 
be permitted to apply for ‘on- 
campus’ standing with permis¬ 
sion of the Director of Student 
Activities.” 

“As far as the Senate is con¬ 
cerned, when an organization 
loses its ‘on-campus’ standing, it 
is as if it doesn’t even exist,” 
Clark said. 

“To be reinstated into the 
Senate,” Clark explained, “an 
organization must submit a writ¬ 
ten excuse and application signed 
by its president and sponsor.” 

“Readmissiori will be granted 
only by a majority vote of present 
Senate members,” Clark said. 

If the organization asks, the 
Senate can reinstate them im¬ 
mediately, but if their request is 
denied, they will have to wait 
until the fall semester and apply 
as if they were a new organi¬ 
zation, Clark said. 

Until these organizations re¬ 
store their “on-campus” stand¬ 
ing, they will not be allowed use 
of the Teepee or Student Center 
Building. They will also be denied 
the right to put up posters, 
receive Senate money, vote at 
Senate meetings or any other 
actions consistent with campus 
standing. 


Hawkins asked the faculty’s 
support during the transition. He 
said he doesn’t plan to “upset 
any apple carts” but will look to 
new ideas as well. 

“My door is open to you, either 
as a group or individually,” 
Hawkins said. 

Hawkins noted that both he and 
Board President Dr. Eugene 
Allen were pleased with the 
transition thus far. 

Coming back to Tyler is a

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Auditors check records 


The records of any state sup¬ 
ported school must be audited, 
said Registrar Kenneth Lewis. 

Auditing of records at TJC 
takes place annually during the 
summer. 

Auditors from the state audi¬ 
tor’s office come and examine the 
college records. ' * ' 

Auditors check the official re¬ 
cords such as teachers’ certified 
class rolls, grade books, receipts, 
bank deposits, drop and add slips 
and see if the tuition was paid 
properly. 

Lewis said only minor problems 
have occurred with auditors in the 
past. 


These problems were only in 
the area of evaluation of teacher 
records, insufficient funds on a 
check or deletion of students, he 
said. 

Absences play an important 
part in the audit because the state 
law requires a student to be in 
class before the 12th day and at 
least one day after that. 

The business office handles the 
financial records and the admis¬ 
sions office handles other trans¬ 
actions. 

The auditing process is done to 
be sure the information that TJC 
sends into state agencies matches 
the records kept here.

prime contractor for NASA and 
other subcontractors in charge of 
scientific programming. 

He spent three years with 
Control Data Corporation in Min¬ 
neapolis. At first he was regional 
manager in Cybernet Network, 
then manager of Curriculum De¬ 
velopment for Control Data 
Advanced Institute. On the side 
he worked with government pro¬ 
grams for retraining of engineers 
and taught part-time at the 
University of Minnesota. 

Harkrider decided to go into 
business for himself as a con¬ 
sultant. A lot of the work as a 
consultant was in the educational 
area where he taught computer 
courses to the research staff at 
3M Corporation and others. He 
went on the seminar circuit giving 
seminars over the United States 
and Canada for Advance Man¬ 
agement Research Corporation, 
who was booking agent for semi¬ 
nars. 


During that time he woke up in 
Minneapolis one morning to hear 
the radio announcer say it would 
warm up to 20 below, so he 
moved back to East Texas and 
joined the Tyler Junior College 
faculty.

Students may select 
health insurance plan 


A TJC sponsored insurance 
plan for students is available at 
reasonable rates from National 
Gold Seal Corporation. “The plan 
has good coverage that pays in 
addition to any other plan the 
student or his family may have,” 
said Student Activities Director 
Billy Jack Doggett. 

The policy was approved 
several years ago. 

“Three years ago we were 
informed by our insurance conf- 
pany that the premiums would be 
doubled for the next year’s cover¬ 
age,” said Doggett. “At that time 
I asked the Student Senate to 
recommend a course of action.” 

“The Student Senate appointed 
a committee which studied the 
problem and recommended that 
TJC adopt the present policy. I 
concurred with their findings,” 
said Doggett. 

The insurance costs $32.50 per 
semester for a single student or 
$65 annually. Premiums are an 
additional $65 for a spouse and 
$32.50 each for child. 

Cost for a summer term is 
$22.50 per student, $22.50 for a 
spouse and $11.25 for each child. 

Ordinarily coverage starts and 
ends with the semester, but an 
annual policy is available which 
provides coverage for 12 months 
even when the owner is not in 
school. Another feature is that the 
policy can be transferred to 


another college and the rates 
remain the same. 

After the student has finished 
his education, he may retain 
coverage for $30 per month per 
individual or $50 per couple and 
$5 per child. 

Payment for non-student in¬ 
surance may be made by bank 
draft. The company will send an 
authorization card on request. 
The monthly premium by bank 
draft is $30 for an individual, $50 
per month for couples and $5 per 
child.' ' 

Premiums may also be paid 
quarterly. The quarterly cost is 
$90 for an individual, $150 for 
couples and $15 per child. 

Claim procedures are simple, 
Doggett said. “First, you must 
complete a claim form because no 
claim will be paid without a fully 
completed claim form, the in¬ 
surance brochure explains. Be 
sure to answer all questions. 
Doctors will usually fill in the 
attending physician’s statement 
or give a statement to be attached 
to the form. ’ ’ 

The policy holder’s statement 
is completed and signed by the 
owner. The doctor’s charge will 
generally show on the claim form. 

For hospital or other medical 
charges which do not appear on 
the claim form, the actual bills or 
a photocopy of them should be 
submitted, the booklet explains. 


Law enforcement student 
’loves working with juveniles’

Law enforcement major Betty Sawyer loves working with people. She 
wants to be a local police officer who works with juveniles. 

Sawyer, who last semester worked as a cadet assisting campus 
police, says “I love people and working with them, especially 
juveniles.” 

She worked with the five campus policemen. Sawyer’s original 
career goal was to work with the FBI or some other form of government 
work but she has changed her mind. Because she has plans to marry 
some day and have children, Sawyer thinks a local police department 
will be where she decides to work. 

Sawyer admits some disadvantages but says being a woman officer 
has advantages too. “Females are good shots,” she said. She also 
believes a woman officer would be more helpful than a man in dealing 
with a rape victim. 

A female officer would also be capable of holding down violence 
because men suspects are not as likely to hit a woman, she said. “And 
communication seems better between juveniles and women officers.” 

Among the disadvantages, she cited lack of comparative physical 
strength and male resentment of women in traditional male roles. 

Sawyer, a freshman, says in most cities two years of college is 
required for police work but some require only 30 hours. 

Applicants must pass a written and physical tests, including an eye 
exam. They take a civil service exam and a polygraph as well, she said. 
Applicants are also subject to a background check. 

If hired, next is the Police Academy.

All TJC courses transfer 


Contrary to some students’ 
beliefs, all courses TJC offers are 
transferable to some institution 
somewhere, said counselor Alan 
Barnes and added, “TJC enjoys 
the highest accreditation pos¬ 
sible.” * - 

The Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools for the 
Southern States is the agency that 
accredits TJC and all the other 
schools in this region including 
public schools, high schools, 
junior colleges and universities. 
The United States is divided into 
six such regions that set stand¬ 
ards for all schools. 

Chancellor Dr. H.E. Jenkins, 
former TJC president, is the only 
junior college president to have 
ever served as president of the 
Southern Association. 

TJC was last visited by the 
association in 1980, found to be in 
excellent condition and given 
accreditation, said Barnes. All 
schools are visited every 10 years, 
he added. 


Some students fear losing 
hours when transferring. Barnes 
says TJC counselors often advise 
students to write to the university 
before transferring and find out 
the equivalency of TJC courses to 
their courses and requirements. 

“We keep on file a correlation 
of courses for each university,” 
said Barnes. The primary reason 
students lose hours is because 
they change their majors, com¬ 
mented Barnes.
